The one is to cut the grass with a 


mower, rake it 
into windrows, 


shake the windrows with forks, and 
either cock the 
grass or load it

to cut the grass with a grain bind- 
er, set the bundles up in " shocks, 
and after the grass is cured to load 
the bundles on racks as grain 
bundles. 


In the mower method of making 


hay of Sudan grass the green color 
and leaves both of which are very 
important in hay, are apt to be lost 
and a large amount of heavy work 
is required. 
In the grain binder method of 


making Sudan grass hay the shocks 
are not disturbed before the ray is 
cured and ready for the mows, the 
green color of the hay and the 
leaves are saved, and the hay mak- 
ing is no harder work than harvest- 
ing a field of oats. 


If the grass is too heavy for the

Probably their only street. 


They are all incorporated villages but 


there were loans to banks at Brule, Pot- 
ter, Woodford and many other places, so 
small the inhabitants have never incor- 
porated them. 


And there were loans to bigger banks 


at Fond du Lac, Hurley, Kenosha, Kiel, 
Milwaukee, Mishicot, Rhinelander, Two 
Rivers, West Bend, Wauwatosa and, bless 
our souls, a $100,000 loan to the Security 
State Bank of Madison, right down where 
the state treasury exists.

newly-elected German Reichstag 
meets for the first time, that old 
fire-brand, Clara Zetkin, will glory 
in the exultant 
cheers of her 


friends and the bellowed attacks of 
her enemies. 
There as a quaint custom in 


Germany that when a newly-elected 
Reichstag meets, it shall be presid- 
ed over by its oldest member, un- 
til a oermanent presiding ofBcer 
has been chosen. 
"Oldest" does 


not mean in point of service in the 
Reichstag, but in actual years the 
member has lived. 


Now by one of those strange 


ironies of fate that sometimes hap- 
pen in real life, as well as in 
fiction, Clara Zetkin. the Com- 
munist, is the oldest in a body in 
which the Nazis have the largest 
membership. And the Nazis love 
the Reds not at all. 
There is even the chance that 


they may be hatching some plot 
to kidnap the old woman or bar 
her way to the Reichstag build- 
ing, so she cannot preside A key 
to their feelings is the editorial of 
the Nazi Berlin 
paper 
Angriffi 


which protests 
against putting 


this shame on the German people 
that a Jewess, who lives in Mos- 
cow and acts on the 
orders of 


Moscow, should open the Reich- 
stag." May Cause Distorder 


If old Clara, who is shifty 
on 


her feet and indomitable in her 
spirit, succeeds in eluding the 
Nazis and trying to take her seat 
as temporary presiding 
officer, 


there will be a. merry ballyhoo. 
The Communists will receive her 
with glad warrwhpops. The So- 
cialists and Catholic Centre, who 
do not love the Reds, will prob- 
ably sit in stony silence. The 
Nationalists will do some protest- 
ing. 
But the Nazis will likely 


stage a riot. Two little things 
like the fact that she has attained 
the venerable age of 75 and that 
she is a woman may not deter 
them. For she is to them every- 
thing that is anathema. 


Shte was born in Widerau, Sax- 


only in 1857 and started out in life 
as a teacher. Tn Paris she met 
and married a Russian Socialist, 
Ossip ZetMn, who converted her 
to .his political - and economical 
theories.

ter-than-even chance of success. 
The generally accepted theory be- 
hind false-carding is to prevent the 
opposition from getting an accur- 
ate count on your hand, which 
would be materially aided by the 
drop of each low card in its proper 
order. Less frequently, false-card- 
ing is done to mislead the oppon- 
ents as to the location of an honor. 
Fake strength signals come under 
this category if made when it is 
known that they cannot cause your 
partner to make a wrong play. In 
addition, there are several well- 
known coups—for instance, drop- 
ping the Queen when holding 
Queen-Ten alone to enable you to 
make your Ten, or taking a trick 
with a higher card than necessary 
and temporarily abandoning a ten- 
ace position, in order to give the 
Declarer a false feeling of security, 
•which causes him to play into your 
hands. 


A generally accepted false-card 


by expert players, after you have j 
led the fourth best of a five-card 
suit against notrump, is not to drop 
your lower one on the second round 
of the suit, but to drop your next 
higher one and make Declarer 
think you have only four of that 
suit, and he may thereby not hold 
up His stopper long enough to shut 
your partner out 
Then, most De- 


clarers, holding the Ace-King of a 
suit, will invariably take the Ace 
on the first round of the suit when 
the opponents lead it to him, think- 
ing they have made a brilliant 
false-card. There are times when 
the Ace is the proper play, but 
there is probably an equally large 
number of times when it would be 
better tactics and better psychology 
to take the trick with the King. I 
have no doubt that a whole book 
could be written on this subject— 
that is, when to take the Ace and 
when to take the King. 


Suppose you are the Declarer at 


a three notrump contract. A heart 
is opened, and you have three to 
the King in Dummy and three to 
.the Ace-Queen in your hand. You 
"naturally do not fear hearts, but 
there is another suit which is prac- 
tically wide open and to which you 
do not wish the opponents to shift 
when they get in. On the low card 
opening, you play low from Dum- 
my, and Junior plays the 9. Blindly 
false-carding and taking the trick 
with the Ace is probably the worst 
play that you could make. 
The 


Doening leader •will now know that 
fou must have the Queen, and will 
shift as soon as he gets in. But if 
you take the first trick with the 
Queen, it will appear quite pos- 
sible to the Opening leader that 
Junior has been withholding the 
Ace, whereas, he couldn't possibly 
have withheld the Queen. 


If false-carding is done intelli- 


gently, and with as much thought 
as is used shall we say, in prepar- 
ing for a squeeze, it will bring you 
many extra tricks; but if a player 
invariably false-cards and invari- 
ably plays the higher of two cards 
in a case where it makes no differ- 
ence, he will prove an. open book to 
any intelligent adversary, and wuu 
find himself practically consistent- 
ly on the short end of the score.

Paris—Lace is far from being one 


of the fabrics most monopolized in 
the creation of evening gowns, yet 
it certainly is one of the fabrics 
that possesses the most attractive 
qualities. Sheemess and richness of 
texture and design allied to dis- 
creation and even modesty are fea- 
tures usually present in lace, added 
to which the variety of patterns 
enhances its already indisputably 
decorative assets.

ever running the risk of

emphasizing any definite line. It 
is also the medium which best 
lends itself to contribute a vapor- 
ous effect to a movement at a 
strategic point, which with another 
fabric too much stress might be 
the result This latter advantage 
classes lace as one of the most 
tempting mediums for a dress de- 
signer. 


May Be Somber 


As with all things, though, lace

impossible to use lace alone, and

Ordinarily corn should be harv- 


ested for the sflo about a week or 
10 days before it would be cut for 
shocking—4hat is, when about 90 
per cent of the kernels are dented 
and at least 75 per cent of the 
kernels are hardened 
so that no 


rniifc- can be squeezed out At this 
time the lower leaves on the stalk 
are turning brown and the green 
com fodder contains about 70 per 
cent of moisture, which * is suffi- 
cient for silage. Silage made from 
com containing mosture enough 
for proper 
preservation is more 
palatable than that made from corn 
so mature as to require the addition 
of water. 


Com shows a steady increase in 


the yield of' food 
nutrients per 


acre up to the time the corn is ripel 
For **»»« reason the corn plant 
should be allowed io mature as 
much as possible and still have 
moisture enough to pack the com 
properly in the silo without the ad- 
dition of water. Probably the mois- 
ture content should not fall below 
65 per cent nor exceed 75 per cent 
Of course, when a large quantity of 
silage is made and weather condi- 
tions are unfavorable the moisture 
content cannot be kept within these 
limits. 


Sometimes there is a delay in 


filling the silo and it is necessary to 
cut and shock the corn; also, on 
farms which have a limited silo ca- 
pacity, it is often desired to refill 
the silos after the silage has been 
fed out Dry corn fodder may be 
siloed, successfully, but it is ab- 
solutely necessary that water en- 
ough be added to make it pack well 
in the sflo. Water may be added 
by allowing a stream of water from 
a hose to flow into the blower pipe 
or the top of the blower pipe while 
filling. In addition, it is "desirable 
to sprinkle the surface of. the cut
